States  Kopp  in  Letter

Brigham  Young  University  is  hunting  for  a new  head  grid 
coach  to  guide  1959’s  football  fortunes. 

Harold  W.  Kopp,  who  began  building  the  Cougars  into  a 
football  power  three  years  ago  and  nearly  took  the  Skyline 
crown  in  the  last  two  seasons,  resigned  as  head  coach  Tuesday 
' morning. 

I In  a brief  letter  of  resignation  Kopp  wrote:  “I  feel  that  I 
have  fulfilled  my  mission  to  build  football  at  BYU,  consequently 
I am  resigning  as  football  coach  to  take  a position  elsewhere." 

I Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  university  president,  accepted  the 
resignation,  adding  that  “BYU  plans  to  continue  as  a football 
power,  and  we  expect  to  have  as  good  a record  next  season.” 
Neither  Kopp  nor  Pres.  Wil- 
: kinson  were  available  for  further 
[comment  on  their- original  state- 
ments when  efforts  were  made  to 
contact  them  by  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse Tuesday. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  said  a successor 
has  not  been  chosen.  He  declared

BYU  Can  Learn  from  Fight  Incident 


On  Dec.  3 a letter  was  printed  in  the  Daily 
Universe  from  a Salt  Lake  housewife  who  told 
of  the  beating  her  husband  had  taken  from  a 
Brigham  Young  University  student  immediate- 
ly following  the  Wyoming-BYU  game  Nov.  22. 

Since  the  letter  the  following  events  have 
taken  place: 

1.  A LETTER  was  sent  to  Safety  Valve 
from  BYU  students  who  said  they  had  seen  the 
fight  and  that  the  Wyoming  alumnus  involved 
in  the  fight  was  drunk.  Upon  this  the  students 
laid  much  of  the  blame  for  the  unfortunate  in- 
cident. 

2.  MONEY  WAS  SENT  to  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse for  forwarding  to  the  Salt  Lake  house- 
wife whose  husband  lost  a week’s  studies  at 
the  University  of  Utah  and  incurred  numerous 
medical  expenses,  covered  by  insurance  for  the 
most  part.  She  has,  incidentally,  requested  by 
telephone  that  no  more  money  be  sent. 

3.  A TELEPHONE  CALL  was  received  by 
the  Daily  Universe  from  a person  who  said  it 
was  he  who  hit  the  injured  man — but  that  the 
man  had  hit  him  first. 

4.  COMMUNICATION  between  interested 
BYU  students  and  the  Salt  Lake  housewife  in- 
dicated both  parties  involved  in  the  fracas  be- 
gan it  by  mutual  agreement,  the  former  Wyo- 
ming alumnus  claiming  no  innocence  in  becom- 
ing involved  in  the  incident.  The  point  empha- 
sized by  the  Salt  Lake  housewife,  however,  was 
that  the  BYU  student  kept  hitting  her  husbeind 
after  he  was  knocked  out  and  completely  out 
of  the  fight. 

5.  AN  EYEWITNESS  to  the  fight  told  the 
Daily  Universe  that  he  had  pulled  the  BYU  stu- 
dent off  the  Wyoming  alumnus  . . . while  he 
was  still  slugging  the  injured  man  who  lay  on 
the  ground  unconscious. 

A health  center  doctor  revealed  that  the 
injured  man  had  been  pummelled,  repeatedly. 

The  housewife  little  knew  that  her  letter 


would  cause  such  a furor  here,  she  said.  But 
since  she  is  not  trying  to  press  charges,  she 
would  prefer  the  incident  be  forgotten. 

LOOK  TO  THE  FUTURE 

Except  of  course  where  the  future  is  in- 
volved. Wisdom  was  lacking  on  the  part  of 
BYU: 

1.  For  inviting  trouble  by  asking  that  the 
goalposts  be  guai'ded  from  Wyoming  students. 

2.  By  having  an  insufficient  number  of  of- 
ficers on  hand  at  a tense  game  likely  to  pro- 
duce exactly  what  happened. 

3.  BYU  students  were  apparently  indiffer- 
ent as  they  watched  the  unfair  fight. 

Following  is  a letter  from  Studentbody 
president  Tom  Stone  to  the  housewife  men- 
tioned in  the  above  editorial: 

In  reference  to  the  letter  written  by  a Salt 
Lake  City  housewife  concerning  the  incident 
following  the  BYU-Wyoming  football  game, 
there  are  some  important  developments  that 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  stu- 
dentbody. 

1.  THE  WOMAN  who  wrote  the  letter  was 
not  present  at  the  game. 

2.  THE  AUTHOR  of  the  letter  has  since 
pointed  out  that  her  husband — the  injured  par- 
ty— had  as  much  desire  to  fight  as  the  BYU 
student  who  obliged  him.  The  fight  which  re- 
sulted was  a two-way  proposition.  However, 
the  woman’s  main  regret  was  that  her  hus- 
band was  injured  so  badly  and  according  to 
some  witnesses,  unfairly. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  will  clear  up 
any  misconceptions  which  may  exist  among 
the  students  and  faculty  at  BYU.  This  unfor- 
tunate affair  is  very  much  out  of  order  on  our 
campus,  and  I hope  that,  though  costly  emd 
needless,  this  will  serve  as  a lesson  for  all  con- 
cerned.

‘Best  Students  in  World,’  Says  Kopp 


The  Brigham  Young  University  studentbody 
has  had  a profound  interest  in  Hal  Kopp.  And 
why  not — didn’t  he  lead  the  local  football  team 
into  top  contention  for  the  Skyline  crown  two 
years  in  a row — for  the  first  times  in  modem 
history? 

Perhaps  this  last  factor,  coming  close  but 
not  copping  the  crown,  figured  hjghly  in  Kopp’s 
resignation. 

It  is  obvious  that  Kopp  would  liked  to  have 
had  another  crack  at  the  Skyline  crown.  He 
resigned  because  assistant  coaches  and  a great 
portion  of  the  squad  didn’t  like  his  coaching 
methods:  personality  clashes,  playing  it  safe, 
instead  of  gambling  for  a first  down,  etc. 

But  Kopp  is  leaving  without  the  hard  feel- 
ings that  might  be  evident  in  a situation  sucn 
as  this.  When  contacted  Tuesday  night  about 
the  resignation,  Kopp  told  the  Daily  Universe: 
‘DESERVE  CHAMPIONSHIP’ 

“'This  is  the  best  studentbody  in  the  world. 
They  deserved  the  championship  and  I tried  to 
give  it  to  them.  I sincerely  hope  they  get  their 
wish  next  year. 

“There  are  great  kids  on  the  Cougar  squad 
and  also  some  great  frosh,  in  spite  of  their 
season  record,  'to  fill  the  varsity  spots.” 

Asked  about  his  plans,  the  genial  ex-coach 
said:  “I  have  had  some  feelers  for  another 
coaching  position.”  He  added  that  it  was  hard 


to  move  around  . . . “my  wife  has  been  teaching 
school.  We’ll  move  as  soon  as  I wind  up  the 
classes  I’ve  been  teaching.” 

He  further  stated  he  had  reached  an  agree- 
ment with  the  university  and  that  he  was  “per- 
fectly satisfied.”  He  would  not  say,  however, 
whether  the  university  had  actually  bought  out 
the  remaining  one  year  of  his  contract. 

One  statement  could  well  indicate  strong 
reasons  for  the  resignation:  “It  was  not  a good 
football  program  when  I came  here  four  years 
ago.  We  were  building  a team.  But  we  were 
made  to  run  before  we  could  walk.” 

This  was  not  stated  bitterly,  but  in-a-matter- 
of-fact  tone  indicating  the  pressure  to  win  that 
was  placed  upon  him. 

KOPP  GONE  NOW 
So  now  Kopp  no  longer  guides  BYU’s  foot- 
ball destiny. 

It  can’t  be  said  that  the  assistant  coaches 
and  players  should  have  forced  themselves  to 
get  along  with  Kopp.  It  appears  from  brief  in- 
terviews with  assistant  coaches  and  top  play- 
ers on  the  team  that  a considerable  amount 
of  dissension  existed. 

But,  certainly  it  will  be  hard  to  find  a man 
so  congenial  where  press  relations  were  con- 
cerned— and  one  who  can  get  the  results  Kopp 
got  in  so  short  a time. 

From  the  standpoint  of  results,  the  next 
coach  steps  into  big  shoes. 


Dear  Editor: 

We  welcome  this  opportunity 
to  raise  our  voices  in  opposition 
to  your  stand  in  Friday’s  edi- 
torial, “Students  Tired  of  Inte- 
gration Issue?”

For  your  information  the  privi- 
lege of  a child  to  attend  the  pub- 
lic schools  is  one  springing  from 
the  state  and  not  the  nation,  and 
if  a state  decides  to  withdraw 
that  privilege  from  all  of  its  stu- 
dents, there  is  nothing  legally 
wrong  in  the  action. 

Segregation  vs  Integration 

Regarding  the  issue  of  segrega- 
tion vs.  integration,  which  should 
be  a decision  for  individual 
states,  our  views  are  best  sum- 
marized by  Elder  Mark  E.  Peter- 
son, of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve, 
in  an  address  to  the  BYU  faculty, 
1954. 

The  negro  “is  not  just  seeking 
the  opportunity  of  sitting  down 
in  a cafe  where  white  people  eat. 
He  isn’t  just  trying  to  ride  on 
the  same  streetcar  or  the  same 
Pullman  car  with  white  people. 
It  isn’t  that  he  just  desires  to  go 
to  the  same  theater  as  he  white 
people.  ...  it  appears  that  the 
negro  seeks  absorption  with  the 
white  race. 

He  will  not  be  satisfied  until 
he  achieves  it  by  intermarriage. 
That  is  his  objective  and  we  must 
face  it.  We  must  not  allow  our 
feelings  to  carry  us  away,  nor 
must  we  feel  so  sorry  for  the 
negroes  that  we  will  open  our 
arms  and  embrace  them  with 
everything  we  have. 

Pity,  Endure,  Embrace 

Remember  the  little  statement 
that  we  used  to  say  about  sin, 
First  we  pity,  then  endure,  then 
embrace’  . . . 

Now  we  are  generous  to  the 
negro.  We  are  willing  that  the 
negro  have  the  highest  kind  of 
education.  I would  be  willing  to 
let  every  negro  drive  a Cadillac 
if  they  could  afford  it.  I would 
be  willing  that  they  have  all  the 
advantages  they  can  get  out  of 
life  in  the  world.  But  let  them 
enjoy  these  things  among  them- 
selves.” (Race  Problems — As

27,  1954).
